Haiieck  Given  Degree, 
Addresses  46  Graduates 


The  Hon.  Charles  A.  Halleck, 
majority  leader  of  the  U.  S.  House 
of  Representatives,  received  an 
honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree 
on  June  6  at  St.  Joseph’s  College, 
where  he  also  delivered  the  Com¬ 
mencement  address  to  St.  Joe’s 
46  graduating  seniors. 

The  Baccalaureate  Mass  was 
celebrated  earlier  in  the  day  in 
the  College  chapel  by  the  Most 
Rev.  John  G.  Bennett,  bishop  of 
the  Lafayette  diocese.  Bishop 
Bennett  also  presided  at  the  Com¬ 
mencement  exercises,  held  at  2 
p.  m.  in  the  College  auditorium, 
where  he  presented  the  diplomas 
to  the  graduates.  A  reception  for 
the  honored  guests,  graduates, 
parents  and  friends  was  held 
immediately  afterward  in  Raleigh 
Hall. 

The  college  conferred  the  hon¬ 
orary  LL.D.  degree  on  Mr.  Hal¬ 
leck,  a  native  of  Rensselaer,  in 
recognition  of  his  long  and  dis¬ 
tinguished  service  to  the  state  of 
Indiana  and  to  the  United  States, 
and  in  appreciation  for  his  long 
friendship  with  St.  Joseph’s  Col 
lege.  . 

The  Congressman  emphasized 
in  his  talk  that  slavery  is  more 
to  be  feared  than  H-bombs.  “The 
rise  of  communism  and  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  instruments  of  mass 
destruction  have  generated  the 
greatest  challenge  in  world  his¬ 
tory  to  people  who  believe  in  the 
dignity  of  man  and  Christian 
principles,”  he  said. 

“The  knowledge  that  hope 
springs  enternal  in  the  human 
heart  is  our  great  secret  weapon 
HI  this  cold  war  of  free  men 
against  slave  states,”  he  continu¬ 
ed,  “but  we  dare  not  rest  in  the 
fight  to  preserve  human  liberty. 

Mr.  Halleck  declared,  “Ours  is 
a  continuing  battle  that  must  be 
fought  in  the  laboratories,  in  the 
diplomatic  councils,  in  govern¬ 
ment,  in  our  homes  and  churches 
and  in  business  and  industry.” 

He  said,  “We  need  Christian 
men  and  women  who  can  guide 
new  generations  through  the  dif¬ 


ficult  years  that  lie  ahead  .  .  . 
We  have  won  many  wars  against 
tyranny  in  the  past,  but  we  have 
yet  to  win  a  secure  and  lasting 
peace.” 

“Whether  we  finally  win  it  de¬ 
pends  not  on  the  limits  of  our 
material  resources,  nor  the  size 
of  our  population;  but  on  the 
basic  character  of  our  people.” 

Mr.  Halleck  said  the  salvation 
of  America,  and  through  this 
nation  the  whole  free  world,  may 
well  lie  in  the  effective  contri¬ 
butions  of  such  educational  in¬ 
stitutions  as  St.  Joseph’s  College, 
“where  intelligent  Christianity 
and  Christian  ethics  are  taught 
as  an  integral  part  of  their  cur¬ 
ricula.”

Msgr.  Thomas  J.  Travers,  ’99, 
vicar-general  of  the  Lafayette 
diocese  and  pastor  of  St.  Mary’s 
Church  in  Anderson,  Ind.,  observed 
his  50th  anniversary  jubilee  there 
on  May  23. 

He  was  the  celebrant  of  a 
Solemn  Pontifical  Mass,  at  which 
Bishop  John  G.  Bennett  was  pre¬ 
sent.  Also  attending  as  a  special 
guest  was  Msgr.  Felix  Serocyn- 
ski,  a  St.  Joseph’s  classmate  of 
Msgr.  Travers,  who  celebrated 
his  own  golden  jubilee  May  30. 

A  reception  to  honor  the  jubil- 
arian  was  held  in  St.  Mary’s 
School  auditorium  during  the 
evening  of  the  celebration. 

Msgr.  Travers,  who  attended 
St.  Paul  Seminary,  St.  Paul, 
Minn.,  and  St.  Bernard  Seminary 
in  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  after  leaving 
St.  Joseph’s,  was  ordained  on 
June  8,  1904  by  the  Most  Rev. 
Herman  Joseph  Alerding.  After 
assignments  at  St.  Vincent  de 
Paul  Church  in  Logansport,  at 
St.  Cecilia  Church  in  Fairmount, 
and  at  Immaculate  Conception 
Church  in  Portland,  he  came  to 
St.  Mary’s  as  pastor  in  1917. 

Msgr.  Travers  was  appointed 
dean  of  the  Muncie  deanery  in 
1935,  and  in  ’38  was  elevated 
to  the  rank  of  Domestic  Prelate. 
He  became  the  first  vicar-general 
of  the  new  Diocese  of  Lafayette, 


Board  of  Consultors. 

On  Jan.  10,  1946,  the  title  of 
Protonotary  Apostolic  was  con¬ 
ferred  on  him  by  His  Holiness 
Pope  Pius  XII.  This  is  the  highest 
rank  of  Prelacy  conferred  on 
priests  living  outside  the  City  of 
Rome. 

Since  1917,  when  Msgr.  Travers 
began  his  pastorate  at  St.  Mary’s, 
a  high  school,  a  convent  and  other 
church  property  have  been  added, 
and  in  1947  he  was  instrumental 
in  founding  St.  Ambrose  Parish 
in  Anderson.

Korean  Student  Comes  Far 
For  Collegeville  Education 


Although  the  men  of  St. 
Joseph’s  hail  from  various  parts 
of  the  world,  the  student  who 
came  the  farthest  from  home  to 
obtain  the  benefits  of  a  College¬ 
ville  education  is  Freshman  Pas¬ 
chal  Chang.  Chang’s  home  is  in 
Seoul,  the  capitol  city  of  the 
Republic  of  Korea.  ; 

Enrolling  at  St.  Joseph’s  under 
the  sponsorship  of  a  prominent 
Fort  Wayne  attorney,  he  has 
chosen  Business  Administration  as 
his  major  field.  Paschal  hopes  to 
return  to  Korea  after  his  four 
years  at  St.  Joseph’s,  to  enter ' 
private  business.  I 

For  two  years,  in  preparation  j 
for  his  study  at  St.  Joseph’s,! 
Paschal  attended  the  Seoul  Nation¬ 
al  University,  where  his  father  is 
a  professor  and  dean  of  the 
College  of  Fine  Arts.  While  at  the 
university,  he  learned  to  speak 
English.  Previously  he  had  ac¬ 
quired  a  mastery  of  the  Japanese 
language. 

Of  the  ten  members  of  his 
family,  five  are  now  studying  in 
the  United  States.  Paschal  has 
brothers  at  Loras  College,  Du¬ 
buque,  Iowa;  St.  Vincent  College, 
Latrobe,  Pa.;  and  at  the  Marynoll 
Fathers’  Manual  Junior  Seminary 
at  Scranton,  Pa.  He  also  has  a 
sister  who  is  studying  at  Rosary 
College,  River  Forest,  Ill. 

Paschal  notices  very  little  dif¬ 
ference  in  the  teaching  methods 
of  St.  Joseph’s  and  Seoul  National 
University.  He  says  that  the  main 
difference  is  in  the  size  of  the 
two  schools;  the  Korean  university 
has  an  enrollment  of  10,000.  This 
enrollment  is  not  considered  out¬ 
standing,  however,  because  the 
population  of  Seoul  is  more  than 
two  million. 

During  the  war  in  Korea, 
Paschal’s  home  and  all  his  fam¬ 
ily’s  possessions  were  destroyed. 
The  entire  family  is  strongly 
Roman  Catholic,  however,  and 
strong  in  their  faith  of  better 
■days  to  come  in  their  homeland. 
One  of  Paschal’s  uncles  is  a  for¬ 
mer  prime  minister  of  Korea,  and 
the  Changs  are  close  friends  and
